The Debt Recovery Tribunal (Procedure; Rules, 
1993 

G.S.R. 564(E).—In exercise of the powers con¬ 
ferred by sub-sections (1) and (2) of Sec’icn so of 
the Recovery of Debts due to Banks and Financial 
Institutions Ordinance, 1993 (25 of 1993), *be 
Central Government heieby makes the following ru'es, 
namely :— 

1. (1) Short title and comrncricemen*.—These 
rules may be called the Debt Recovery Tribunal 
(Procedure) Rules, 1993. 

12) They shall ccme uTo force on the date of 
its publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Definitions.—In these rules, unless die con ext 
otherwise requires :

(e) “Ordinance” means the Recovery of Debt 
cue to Banks and" Financial Inslitiu or.s 
Ordinance, 1993 (25 of 1993) ; 

(f) “presiding officer” means the presiding offi¬ 
cer of a tribunal; 

(g) “Registiar” means the Registrar of the 
tribunal; 

(h > “Registry” means the Reg'stry of the 
tribunal. 

3. language of the Tribunal.—(1) 'the proceed¬ 
ings of the Tribunal shall be conducted in English 
or Hindi. 

(2) No reference, appl'cation, representations, 
documents or other matters contained in any language 
other than English or Hindi Shall be accepted by ihe 
Tr bunal, unless the same is accompanied by a true 
translation thereof in English or Hindi. 

4. Procedure tor filing application.—(1) An appli¬ 
cation shall be presented in Form annexed to these 
rules by tire applicant in person or by ids agmt or 
by a duly authorised legal practi'ioner to the Registrar 
of the bench within vhose jurisdiction his case falls 
or shall be sent bv registered post addressed to the 
Registrar. 

(2) An application sen* by post under sub-ndc 
(1) shall be accrued to have been presented to the 
Registrar the day on which it is received in the office 
of tiie Registrar. 

(3) The application under sub-rule (1) shall be

(2) If, oq sc.utiny, the application is found to be 
in order, it shall be duly registered and given a serial 
number. 

(3) If the application, on scrutiny, is found to be 
defective and the defect noticed is formal in na ure, 
the Registrar may allow the party to rectify the same 
in his presence and if the said defect is not formal in 
na*ure, the Regtstiar may allow the applicant such 
time to rectify the defect as he may deem fit.

Application Fee.—(1) Every application sha'l 
be accompanied with a fee provided in sub-ruls (2) 
and such fee may be remitted cipher in the form of 
crossed demand draft drawn on a nationalised bank 
in favour of the Registrar and payable at the station 
where Registrar’s Office is situated or lean ted through 
a crossed Indian Postal Order drawn ; n favour of 
the Registrar and payable in Central Post Office of 
the station where a Tribunal is located.

8. Consents of Application.--(1) Every applica¬ 
tion filed under rule 4 shall set forth concisely under 
distinct heads, the giounds for such appliciticn and 
such grounds shall be numbered consecutively and 
shall be typed in double space on one side of the 
paper. 

(2) It shall not be necessary to presen’ separate 
application to seek interim Order of direction if in the 
original application the same is prayed for.

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(vi) to order grant of copies of documents to 
parties to proceedings; 

(vii) to grant leave to inspect the record of 
Tribunal; 

(viii) dispose of all matters relating to the service 
of notices or other processes, applications 
for the issue of fresh notices or for extend¬ 
ing the time for or ordering a particular 
method of service on a respondent including 
a substituted service by publication of the 
norice by way of advertisements in the 
newspapers; 

(ix) to requisition records from the custoday of 
any court or other authority; 

24. Seal and emblem :—The official seal and 
emblem of the Tribunal shall be such as the Central 
Government my specify.
